Men Go Leaving Women 


and Children Behind 


Fugitives are Now Flocking Into 


Burghas for Safty 


Carnage fliist End is the Warning Sent to the Turks 


by Bulgaria and Servia—If Not Stopped Army 


Will Be Sent to the Frontier. 


Burghas, Eastern Roumelia, Sept. 22. ( Manila, Sept. 22.—A detachment of 


—Fugitives from the disturbed districts 
oi Macedonia and Adrianople are flock- 
ing here for protection 
and 
safety. 


There are now fully s,UOO fugitives in 
the neighborhood and more are coming 
^in daily. 


They report an awful state of affairs 


in the districts -which they left. 
The 


territory between Adrianople and the 
coast, they say, has undergone a total 
change. This is the district where the 
insurgents' call to arms recently result- 
ed In the male inhabitants volunteer- 
ing en masse-. Lately, however, heavy 
Turkish drafts have arrived and tKe 
district is in a reign" of terror. The men 
have gone to the hills, wmle the wo- 
men have been left in a starving con- 
dition in-de villages or in the woods 
surrounding their homes. The Turks 
have obtained possession of nearly 
every point. They are moving detach- 
ments of from 1,500 to 2,000 artillery 
and cavalry . from the south to the 
north, from there to the frontier, and 
then eastward, in an endeavor to en- 
close the insurgents and cut off their 


_ retreat. 
\ The women in the districts surround- 
ing the villages of GramltoRoff, Bur- 
gari and Konaka, driven to desperation 
by the state of affairs, took the offen- 
sive themselves, and by skillfiil maneu- 
vering succeeded in driving the cattle 
and sheep, and in carrying all their. 
portable articles Into Bulgarian terri- 
tory, where they are, for the time, at 


, leastfisafe-from-molestatlon.

Then, at a given signal, he 
was seized, his mouth covered so that 
he could not cry for assistance, and the 
poison was injected under the skin of 
the forehead.

LYNCHER IS A MURDERER SAYS 


CHIEF JUSTICE 


Of the Delaware State Supreme Court 


in His Charge to the Grand Jury. 


What He Says. 


EXCURSION NOTICES. 


Wilmington, Del., Sept. 22.—Chief 


.Justice Lore, of the Delaware supremo 
court, delivered a strong charge to the 
grand jury, which is considering tfte 
criminal work of the county courts. 
Alter reciting the details of the mur- 
der on June 15 of Helen Bishop by 
George White, and the sunscquent 
lynching ot White by a mob, Justice 
Lore said: 


"No good citizen, we are persuaded, 


can regard the lynching of George 
White in any other light than as a bru- 
tal crime and as a llagrant violation of 
law. 


"Gentlemen, in this country we make 


our laws; they are our will for many 
expressed.' It is the duty of every good 
man to obey the law himself and see 
that.it is obeyed by others as lar as he 
may. 
Lynching is a crime against the 


law ofboth God and man. Every will- 
lul participant in such an act is a mur- 
derer. Ko man has a right to commit 
that crime because he believes or tears 
that some other person who is intrust- 
ed with the execution of the law will 
(fail or las failed, in the performance 
ot his duty. 
/ 


"Under the law we know what our 


i ights are, and in the main we find that 
they are fairly attained and enforced. 
No human laws or human institutions 
are perfect. This no reasoname m=.u 
will expect. 


"Lynching and jnob law, the promot- 


ers and encouragers. whether they bis 
ot high or low degree, should receive 
no favors at the hands of tEoughtlul 
and patriotic men. There must be gov- 
ernment or non-government. The line 
or cleavage is clear. All history teach- 
es that the prevalence of mob law *t 
the end of free government. Obedience 
to law is the life broth of our republic. 
'""In obedience to the oath you nave 
taken and to your duty to j^our state, 
we ask you so to act that the crime oi' 
lynching may be suppressed in this 
state', so far as by your action that end 
may be attained, and^that the perpe- 
ti ators of this crime and the authors of 
the disgrace that has come on us 
through their crime shall be GealC with 
according to their just merits. 


"To you the people look for the faith- 


ful, fearless and honest discharge of 
jour duty. 
They ask nothing more, 


and expect nothing less."
